The bitter fight over the St. 
Patrick’s-Alexandra School prop¬ 
erty spilled into court Thursday as 
lawyers for HRM, three communi¬ 
ty groups and Jono Developments 
Ltd. each had their say. 

A decision on the fate of the 
school property was expected by 
the end of the day, but Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court Justice Michael 
Wood said he will reserve his deci¬ 
sion and didn’t give an expected 
date. 

Mick Ryan, Jono’s lawyer, said 
the developer is the innocent vic¬ 
tim, being squeezed by both sides. 
He promised a “mammoth” law¬ 
suit if the deal doesn’t go forward. 

“They’ve been laid out, stripped 
naked and laid bare to the sun¬ 
shine,” Ryan said in court, refer¬ 
ring to the private application Jono 
filed to HRM that is now a matter 
of public record in court docu¬ 
ments. 

Ron Pink is the lawyer for the 
three community groups that lost 


the bid for the property — the 
North End Community Health 
Association, Mi’kmaq Native 
Friendship Society and the Richard 
Preston Centre for Excellence Soci¬ 
ety. 

He cried foul Thursday that 
Jono’s bid — reportedly $3 million 
— was under the appraised value 
of $4.3 million. 

He also said council broke its 
charter because a less-than- 
marlcet-value sale requires a two- 
thirds vote in favour, but council 
voted 13-10 to sell the property. 

“This is the council that does 
nothing right,” he told the court. 

HRM’s lawyer, Jocelyn Camp¬ 
bell, showed documents that two 
of the community groups knew 
about the school’s availability for 
sale in 2010. 

“They had lots of advance 
knowledge and they knew what 
was going on,” she said. 

If the courts stay the sale much 
longer Jono could sue or walk away, 
leaving HRM with the second bid 
worth much less. Plus, there’s the 
loss of property taxes and the costs 
of operating the building, she said.

Sheriff van needed 
upgrades: Landry

The sheriff’s van Thomas 
Arnold Jones escaped from 
had been flagged for need¬ 
ing security upgrades in 
December, Justice Minister 
Ross Landry revealed on 
Thursday. 

Jones, 48, is alleged to 
have kicked out the back 
window of the van trans¬ 
porting him to Dartmouth 
provincial court on 
Wednesday morning, be¬ 
fore escaping out while 
the van was driving along 
Highway 111. He then 
managed to elude Halifax 
Regional Police for four 
hours before turning him¬ 
self in. 

On Dec. 15, a Depart¬ 
ment of Justice review into 
an incident in Cape Breton 
revealed the province’s 20 
sheriffs’ vans had an issue 
with windows. 

Landry said Wednes¬ 
day’s incident “reinforces” 
the need for security up¬ 
grades. 

“We were already look¬ 
ing to upgrade (for the 
vans),” Landry said. 

“The issue around put¬ 
ting bars on (the window) 
came up from a past year 
... That was already in the 
process, and what hap¬ 
pened (Wednesday) just re¬ 
inforces the fact that that’s 
the right step to be tak¬ 
ing.” 


When asked why of¬ 
fenders were still being 
transported in vans with 
such deficiencies, Landry 
said the department had 
assurances from the manu¬ 
facturer the windows 
could withstand such an 
attack. 

“Our understanding of 
the specs was that the win¬ 
dow could withstand phys¬ 
ical pressure,” he said. 
“But it was a matter of 
how do we upgrade to an¬ 
other level and that was in 


the process. 

A new sheriff’s van, 
with heightened security 
features, is expected by 
the end of March. It will 
add to the current compli¬ 
ment of vans, including 
the one from the incident 
on Wednesday. 

Landry said he takes re¬ 
sponsibility for the inci¬ 
dent, and has ordered an 
internal review of exactly 
how Jones, clad in cowboy 
boots and leg shackles, es¬ 
caped. 




“If security was not 
to the level it was 
supposed to be, as 
I said, I’m not here 
to defend that.

Opposition 
becomes 
critical of 
justice 
minister 


Opposition critics are call¬ 
ing Justice Minister Ross 
Landry “incompetent” af¬ 
ter it was revealed his de¬ 
partment flagged security 
issues in sheriffs’ vans two 
months ago. 

Liberal Justice Critic 
Michel Samson said he 
feels it’s “almost unbeliev¬ 
able” that Thomas Arnold 
Jones could kick out the 
back window of a sheriff’s 
van, with two sheriffs 
present, and escape while 
wearing leg shackles. 

“The fact that the 
province is now admitting 
that they knew there were 
deficiencies with the vans 
begs the question (of) why 
did it take so long,” Sam¬ 
son said on Thursday. 

“Once again, this seems 
to be a department and a 
minister that seems happy 
to wait to react to a situa¬ 
tion, rather than being 
proactive and making sure 
proper security protocols 
are in place.” 

The security issues sur¬ 
rounding the vans’ 
windows was identified on 
Dec. 15, 2011. According 
to the department, work 
on reinforcing the 
windows with metal bars 
was to begin next week. 

“To wait until someone 
actually kicks the window 
out and escapes is just the 
very definition of incom¬ 
petence,” Progressive Con¬ 
servative Leader Jamie 
Baillie said. “If there’s one 
thing we expect the minis¬ 
ter of justice to ensure, it’s 
public safety.”

Thousands of people have 
been forced to walk to work 
for more than two weeks 
now — could this be a posi¬ 
tive health impact of the 
transit strike? 

Experts say in the short 
term, the bus strike is 
grounds for positive physi¬ 
cal activity, but it’s unlikely 
folks will keep up the good 
habit when the buses are 
back on the roads. 

“A habit isn’t really 
formed by emergencies, so I 
don’t think we can consider 
that it will result in people 
to keep walking unless we 
promote it in other ways,” 
said Jo Welch, professor in 
the School of Health and 
Human Performance at Dal- 
housie University. “People 
don’t respond to health 
benefits in terms of active 
commuting but they do re¬ 
spond to things like mes¬ 
sages that say ‘no more 
parking hassles.’” 

If advertisements and 
messages on the benefits of 
walking to work are put out 
now, then commuters 
might continue to walk af¬ 
ter the strike is over, she 
said. 

But in the meantime, 
walkers may already discov¬ 
er they’ve shed a few

pounds, thanks to the 
labour disruption. 

“If they’re veiy unfit, 
they may still be tired and 
achy from having to do all 
the extra activity, but I 
would expect by the third 
week they’ll be able to walk 
more sprightly and not be 
as tired at the end,” Welch 
said. 

Caroline Carr, team 
leader for the Chebucto 
Community Health Team, 
said the bus strike would 
need to hit the one-month 
mark for people to really 
start seeing health benefits. 

“If they stop doing it as 
soon as the bus strike is 
over, then anything they 
would have gained they 
will lose within a month of 
going back to their old 
lifestyle.”

Kelly not commenting on report 


Mayor Peter Kelly is refus¬ 
ing to comment on a re¬ 
port in a local alt-weekly 
that suggests he has neg¬ 
lected duties as executor of 
a Halifax woman’s will. 

Kelly did not return nu¬ 
merous requests for an in¬ 
terview on Thursday But 
the Mayor’s office said ear¬ 
ly in the afternoon he will 
not take questions on the 
matter. 

Kelly’s lawyer, Harry 
Thompson, was out of 
province and did not re¬ 
spond to requests for an 
interview. 

A report appearing in 
The Coast on Thursday 
identified Kelly as the ex¬ 
ecutor of Mary Thibeault’s 
estate, estimated to be 
worth $500,000. Thibeault 
died in December 2004, 
but according to The 
Coast, several of 
Thibeault’s heirs have not 
received their due.

The alt-weekly also re¬ 
ported Kelly made out 
cheques to himself and his 
son from Thibeault’s ac¬ 
count totalling $115,000 — 
which were later reversed 
by Thibeault’s bank. 

According to Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s Probate Act, which 
governs the handling of 
wills, an executor has to 
notify beneficiaries within 


30 days from taking over 
the estate. An affidavit of 
service must be filed with¬ 
in 60 days, and an invento¬ 
ry of the deceased’s 
possessions at time of 
death must be filed within 
90 days. 

There are currently no 
criminal investigations in¬ 
to the mishandling of a 
will in Nova Scotia — and 
such investigations are 
rare, according to Halifax 
Regional Police spokesman 
Const. Brian Palmeter. 

“The last call (the finan¬ 
cial crime unit) received 
concerning any issue re¬ 
garding a will was about 
two years ago, and it didn’t 
rise to the level of a report 
being taken,” Palmeter 
said. 

“Generally speaking, 
the probate court handles 
most of these and they are, 
in most cases, civil in na¬ 
ture.”

The president of the union 
for striking transit workers 
said Thursday they’re “con¬ 
sidering blockading” Ac- 
cess-A-Buses from getting 
back on the road next 
week. 

The municipality an¬ 
nounced Wednesday it will 
begin offering limited bus 
service on Monday to peo¬ 
ple who are registered Ac- 
cess-A-Bus users for 
transportation to and from 
medical and special ap¬ 
pointments. 

“I’m not sure yet, but 
that’s what we’re dis¬ 
cussing throughout the day 
today,” Ken Wilson, presi¬ 


dent of Amalgamated Tran¬ 
sit Union Local 508, said 
about setting up a block¬ 
ade. 

“I’m concerned about 
passenger safety,” he then 
added when asked why he 
might take this step. “I 
don’t know how the public 
is going to feel about inex¬ 
perienced, unqualified peo¬ 
ple operating these buses.... 
But let me be ciystal clear. 
If we block the buses, we’ll 
be blocking them from 
leaving the garage. If they 
leave the garage, I will not 
be blocking the public 
from getting on them.” 

HRM is estimating the 
service will provide about 
35 per cent of the roughly 
500 trips a day normally 
provided to people with

disabilities. Metro Transit 
management would be the 
ones operating the buses, a 
release from HRM states.

on Tuesday,” Wilson said. 
“There was a good likeli¬ 
hood there would’ve been 
full service on the road to¬ 
day.” 



Capital Health employees 
reject offer, plan strike vote

The 100th anniversary of 
the Titanic sinking means 
Halifax is set to be one of 
the world’s top tourist des¬ 
tinations in 2012. 

Titanic famously struck 
an iceberg in April 1912 
just south of the Grand 
Banks in the North At¬ 
lantic. Much of the rescue 
effort was launched from 
Halifax, and many of the 
victims were buried here. 
CNN, Lonely Planet and Fox 
have all named Halifax a 
must-see destination this 
spring. 

At a media launch at the 
Maritime Museum of the 
Atlantic on Thursday, the 
province and HRM un¬ 
veiled their plans. 

Ken Pinto, executive di¬ 
rector of Titanic 100, has 


said he has been entrusted 
with $200,000 for the com¬ 
memoration. The province 
would not say how much it 
was budgeting. 

Part of the money will be 
spent on a walce/wallc April 
14, on what Pinto calls “Ti¬ 
tanic Eve,” and then a 
“Night of the Bells” timed 
with the Titanic hitting an 
iceberg early April 15. 

“We’re planning to have 
several churches ring their 
bells at 12:20 a.m. Then all 
the ships in the harbour 
will sound their horns,” he 
said. 

Fireworks or flares will 
be deployed to mirror the 
Titanic firing off rescue 
flares. 

A wreath-laying ceremo¬ 
ny at the Fairview cemetery 
will follow in the daytime. 
Pinto was vague on details 
and spoke more of what he 
hopes will happen.

Killer of 
cab driver 
has parole 
revoked 

A man convicted of mur¬ 
dering a cab driver in 
1998 has had his parole 
revoked after being ques¬ 
tioned in a high-profile 
police investigation. 

Chris Falconer, 29, ar¬ 
rested Nov. 9 for a parole 
violation in New 
Glasgow, had his parole 
revoked by the Parole 
Board of Canada on Tues¬ 
day. According to a 
report prepared by the 
National Parole Board, 
Falconer’s parole was re¬ 
voked because his “abili¬ 
ty to cope with parole 
became unmanageable. 

“Eventually, given 
your history, 
developments surround¬ 
ing an ongoing investiga¬ 
tion by police led them 


to interview you as you 
were initially considered 
a person of interest and 
later a suspect,” it was 
stated in the report. 

It stated because of 
these circumstances Fal¬ 
coner’s “risk is no longer 
manageable” and a war¬ 
rant was issued for his 
arrest. 

Falconer was asked 
during his post-suspen¬ 
sion parole interview if 
he understood the 
reason for his 
suspension. It stated in 
the report that Falconer 
said, “it was all over the 
news.” 

At the time of his ar¬ 
rest, RCMP and New 
Glasgow Police Force 
were investigating two 
unrelated homicides: 
Amber Kirwan, 19, of 
New Glasgow and Eddie 
Phalen, 44, of Trenton. 
Those investigations are 
still ongoing. However, 
police have not 
confirmed any 
connection between Fal¬ 
coner and the two homi¬ 
cides.

Feds target ‘bogus’ refugees 



The Conservative govern¬ 
ment is using its majority 
to once again overhaul the 
refugee system to reduce 
what it considers to be bo¬ 
gus claims. 

Immigration Minister Ja¬ 
son Kenney tabled legisla¬ 
tion in the House of 
Commons on Thursday 
that reverses some key con¬ 
cessions the Tories made to 
the opposition two years 
ago in order to pass the Bal¬ 
anced Refugee Reform Act 
through a minority Parlia¬ 
ment. 

This new legislation, 
called the Protecting Cana¬ 
da’s Immigration System 
Act, more closely resembles 
the original refugee bill as 
tabled by the Tories, before 
any concessions. 

But Kenney says a glut of 
refugee claims from the Eu¬ 
ropean Union has forced 
the government to adopt 
even tougher measures. 

“We worked with the op¬ 


position in good faith and 
we ended up with a bill that 
was a huge improvement 
over the status quo,” he 
said Thursday. “But we have 
a serious problem. We’re 
facing a large wave of un¬ 
founded asylum claims 
coming from the European 
Union in particular. The on¬ 
ly tool we have to address 
that now is the imposition 
of a visa. That hurts Cana¬ 
da’s commercial, diplomat¬ 


ic interests. It hurts the 
tourism industry. We need 
other tools to address it.” 

Canada is close to inking 
a free-trade agreement with 
the European Union. The 
Czech Republic has threat¬ 
ened to hold up the deal if 
Canada does not get rid of a 
visa requirement it slapped 
on Czech citizens in 2009. 

The new legislation 
would give the federal im¬ 
migration minister final say 


Appeals curbed

Man convicted in cup riot gets 17 months 


The first person convicted 
in Vancouver’s Stanley Cup 
riot was sentenced Thurs¬ 
day to 17 months in jail af¬ 
ter admitting to joining 
the mob that left a path of 
destruction throughout 
the city’s downtown core. 

Ryan Dickinson, 20, 
pleaded guilty to partici¬ 
pating in a riot, as well as 
breaching bail conditions 
from an unrelated assault 
charge. 

He admitted to using a 
road barricade and a news¬ 
paper box to damage an 
unmarked police car, and 
then later tossing a man¬ 
nequin and a newspaper 
box at the window of a 
clothing store several 


blocks away. 

The Crown had asked 
for as much as 18 months 
in jail, arguing that every¬ 
one who participated that 
night must be punished 
for all of the damage the ri¬ 
ot caused, regardless of 
their individual level of in¬ 
volvement. 

The Crown labelled 
Dickinson an “instigator,” 
casting him as an angry 
young man who appeared 
on video presented in court 
to be enjoying the violence. 

Provincial court judge 
Malcolm MacLean rejected 
Dickinson’s suggestion that 
he was merely “caught up 
in the moment.” 

“Mr. Dickinson’s partici¬ 



pation was serious and in¬ 
volved a number of con¬ 
scious and deliberate 
decisions on his part, start¬ 
ing with his decision to go 
downtown knowing it was 
a beach of his bail,” 
MacLean said. 

Dickinson’s lawyer said 
the young man was the 
product of a troubled up¬ 
bringing in a broken 
home, and he said his 
client was remorseful and 
is looking to turn his life 
around. 

So far, police have rec¬ 
ommended charges against 
a total of 125 people, but 
Crown counsel has only ap¬ 
proved charges against 47.

Real estate crash haunts Spain 

O Economic downturn has left ghost — 

towns in its wake across the country Mg 



Towering apartment 
blocks, complete with 
swimming pools and play¬ 
grounds, loom over empty 
streets, weed-filled lots and 
gaping excavation pits. The 
lone bank in this mega-de¬ 
velopment, nicknamed 
“Manhattan,” closed two 
years ago and most store¬ 
fronts are bricked up. 

Apartments galore are 
for sale here and prices are 
plunging. 

More than 13,000 apart¬ 
ments were supposed to go 
up to create a mini-city for 
30,000 people just 45 min¬ 
utes outside of Madrid. But 
only 5,100 were built, 
many are uninhabited and 
regular Spaniards who 
bought them as invest¬ 
ments are now competing 
to offload them for huge 
losses. 

Spain’s real estate crash 
and economic implosion 
have turned what was sup¬ 


posed to become a vibrant 
suburban paradise for 
young Spanish couples and 
their children into one of 
the most visible monu¬ 
ments of the countiy’s 
boom gone bust. Such 
modern-day ghost towns 
have become a familiar 
part of the Spanish land¬ 
scape, abandoned shells 
left to slowly decay. 

The number of foreclo¬ 
sure proceedings skyrock¬ 
eted during the economic 
crisis. Nearly 530,000 were 
granted by courts from 
2008 through September 
of 2011, most to banks tak¬ 
ing homes, housing devel¬ 
opments and vast tracts of 
land for residential and 
commercial real estate 
projects that may never be¬ 
come reality. 

The banks were ordered 
this month by the recently 
elected centre-right gov¬ 
ernment to set aside bil¬ 


lions of additional euros to 
cover these toxic real es¬ 
tate assets valued at $232 
billion US just as Spain 
teeters on the edge of what 
could be a lengthy reces¬ 
sion. 

In Sesena and other 
ghost developments 

around Spain, some banks 
are already trying to un¬ 


load finished apartments 
at discounts of up to 50 per 
cent of their original 
prices. But that’s hurting 
untold numbers of 
Spaniards who invested 
savings and took out big 
loans to buy property they 
thought they’d be able to 
rent or sell for a higher

Newton’s 
knowledge 
hits the net 


He's considered to be one 
of the greatest scientists of 
all time. But Sir Isaac New¬ 
ton was also an influential 
theologian who applied a 
scientific approach to the 
study of scripture, Hebrew 
and Jewish mysticism. 

Now Israel’s national li¬ 
brary, an unlikely owner of 
a vast trove of Newton’s 
writings, has digitized his 
theological collection — 
some 7,500 pages in New¬ 
ton’s own handwriting — 
and put it online. Among 
the yellowed texts are 
Newton's famous predic¬ 
tion of the apocalypse in 
2060. 

Newton revolutionized 
physics, mathematics and 
astronomy in the 17th and 
18th century, laying the 
foundations for most of 
classical mechanics — 
with the principal of uni¬ 
versal gravitation and the 
three laws of motion bear¬ 
ing his name. 

However, the curator of 
Israel’s national library’s 
humanities collection said 
Newton was also a devout 
Christian who dealt far 
more in theology than he 
did in physics and believed

be completed with a May

Defiantly declaring “a day 
of victory,” a Nigerian 
man was given a manda¬ 
tory life sentence Thurs¬ 
day for trying to blow up 
a packed jetliner with a 
bomb sewn into his un¬ 
derwear. 

Umar Faroulc Abdulmu- 
tallab was the same re¬ 
morseless man who four 
months ago pleaded 
guilty to all charges relat¬ 
ed to Northwest Airlines 
Flight 253. 

The 25-year-old, Euro¬ 
pean-educated son of a 
wealthy banker, Abdul- 
mutallab tried to set off 
the bomb minutes before 
the Amsterdam-to-Detroit 
flight landed. 

Had the bomb not fiz¬ 
zled, nearly 300 people 
aboard the flight would 
probably have been 
killed. 

Before Thursday’s sen¬ 
tencing, four passengers 
and a crew member from

the flight told U.S. District 
Judge Nancy Edmunds 
that they have struggled 
to live and travel normal¬ 
ly since the incident on 
Christmas Day 2009.

Armed gunmen from a 
radical Islamist sect 
stormed a federal prison 
in Nigeria amid heavy 
gunfire and explosions, 
killing one guard and

ing national ambitions, 
officials said Thursday. 

The sect known as 
Boko Haram claimed it 
freed seven followers in 
the attack that happened 
Wednesday evening in the 
town of Koton-Karifi, just 
south of Nigeria’s capital 
Abuja. Though authorities 
declined to say the attack 
was the work of the 
group, it mirrored anoth¬ 
er massive prison break 


orchestrated by the sect 
in 2010. 

The gunmen blasted 
through the prison’s gate 
with a bomb and killed 
one guard in a firelight, 
officials said. Those inside 
the prison escaped in the 
fighting, though authori¬ 
ties had recaptured about 
25 of them by late Thurs¬ 
day afternoon, local 
prison official Hadiza 
Aminu said. 

The government said 


an investigation had be¬ 
gun into the attack. 

Wednesday night’s at¬ 
tack matched one Boko 
Haram launched in 
Bauchi state in September 
2010 that freed about 700 
inmates there. The sect 
spokesman said Thursday 
night attacks would con¬ 
tinue until Nigeria’s weak 
federal government re¬ 
leases all its detained 
members.

UN condemns 
Syrian regime 


UN Secretary General Ban 
Ki-moon accused the Syri¬ 
an regime of committing 
“almost certain” crimes 
against humanity Thurs¬ 
day as activists reported 
fresh violence and the ar¬ 
rest of several prominent 
dissidents. 

Speaking to reporters in 
Vienna, Ban demanded the 
Syrian regime stop using in¬ 
discriminate force against 
civilians caught up in fight¬ 
ing between government 
troops and President Bashar 
Assad’s opponents. 

“We see neighbour¬ 
hoods shelled indiscrimi¬ 
nately,” Ban said. 

Syrian activists said gov¬ 
ernment forces attacked 
Daraa on Thursday, carry¬ 
ing out arrests and shoot¬ 
ing randomly in the city 
where the uprising against 
Assad erupted 11 months 
ago. They also reported in¬ 
tense clashes between

army defectors and gov¬ 
ernment troops in the cen¬ 
tral province of Hama.

Canada’s budget 
watchdog is fir¬ 
ing back at crit¬ 
ics who have 
accused him of 
flip-flopping in 
declaring public 
pension 
programs sustainable. 

In a letter to MPs and 
senators posted on the 
Parliamentary Budget Of¬ 
fice web page, Kevin Page 
takes a shot at individuals 
“without and with” 
expertise in the subject 
matter. The four-page let¬ 
ter stresses that his analy¬ 
sis last week on the Old 
Age Security program, 
which the Harper govern¬ 
ment has called “unsus¬ 
tainable” and in a “crisis” 
due to aging baby 
boomers, is based on con¬ 


cepts in use by the 
Congressional Budget Of¬ 
fice in Washington and 
Britain’s Office of Budget 
Responsibility. 

Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty, pictured, 
dismissed Page’s 
assessment of OAS as “un¬ 
believable, unreliable, in¬ 
credible.” As well, 
Conservatives in 
the Commons 
have pointed out 
that only a few 
months earlier 
Page had 
questioned 
Ottawa’s long-term fiscal 
sustainability. 

Page responded that 
weeks before his assess¬ 
ment on OAS, he had re¬ 
versed his position on the 
sustainability of Ottawa’s 
fiscal track. That was be¬ 
cause on Dec. 19, the 
Harper government 
declared it would no 
longer increase health 
transfers at an annual six 
per cent rate, but would 
in the future tie growth 
to the economy.

President Barack Obama’s 
approval ratings are keep¬ 
ing pace with the improv¬ 
ing U.S. economy, helped as 
well by the growing tur¬ 
moil in the Republican con¬ 
test for the nomination to 
challenge him in Novem¬ 
ber. 

While the Republicans 
fiercely battle one another, 
the president was expected 
to collect more than $8 mil¬ 
lion from fundraising 
events that will take him 
from Los Angeles and San 
Francisco on Thursday to 
the Seattle area on Friday. 

During a fundraising 
breakfast in a beach side 
community outside Los An¬ 
geles, Obama told about 
125 donors that his 2008 
campaign had brought 
with it “a sense of possibili¬ 
ty” for moving the country 
in a new direction. “We’ve 
begun that process but the 


journey is not complete,” 
the president said. 

Obama took in more 
than $220 million in cam¬ 
paign contributions last 
year and is bolstering that 
funding base as the Repub¬ 


lican presidential contest 
remains unsettled. Califor¬ 
nia has been a mainstay of 
Democratic party fundrais¬ 
ing and a reliably Demo¬ 
cratic-voting state.

ter. Its profit fell eight per 
cent and missed Wall Street 
expectations. Europe and 
South America reported 
losses. And sales growth in 
the U.S. slowed even as 
more Americans bought

Still, GM is a vastly differ¬ 
ent company than it was in 
the late 1990s. It’s smaller, 
has less debt and its con¬ 
tract with the United Auto 
Workers is less costly. But it 
took a government bailout 
and bankruptcy protection 


in 2009 to cut its bloated 
costs. The company made 
record money last year even 
though U.S. sales were near 
historic lows of 12.8 million 
cars and trucks. 

This year, GM expects to 
increase its revenue as glob¬ 
al sales grow and it charges 
more for models. However, 
it will make less money per 
vehicle as sales continue to 
shift to cars from trucks. It 
also expects to invest $8 bil¬ 
lion on new products and 
technology.

O Richard Crouse and Mark Breslin share their thoughts on Billy Crystal 
reprising his role as Oscar host O And they place their bets on best picture 



Richard: We talked about 
the Oscars a few weeks ago, 
but we didn’t touch on Billy 
Crystal coming back as 
host. I loved the old Crystal 
shows, but really hope he 
finds a new fresh approach 
for this year. I’m not inter¬ 
ested in seeing him do an¬ 
other opening montage 
where he inserts himself in¬ 
to the nominated footage. 
What do you, oh comedy 
guru, hope he does with the 
show? 

Mark: Oh, Richard, you 
know he’s gonna do it; this 
time in black and white, in 
flip-flops and silent.

RC: The Artist was the most 
fun I had at the movies last 
year but I’m not sure that 
means it deserves a best pic¬ 
ture win. I think it will take 
it because it has won all the 
guild awards, but in my 
heart it’s between Money- 
ball and Tree of Life. What’s 
your choice? 

MB: My choice is The De¬ 
scendants, a movie of great

But 
now I think The Artist is go¬ 
ing to take it. It’s a movie I 
liked a lot, but it’s not very 
subtle. As far as Tree of Life 
goes, I thought it was pre¬ 
tentious hooey. And I heard 
they used non-union di¬ 
nosaurs. 

RC: Pretentious hooey! I ac¬ 
cept that the birth of the 
universe sequence sepa¬ 
rates the men from the film 
snobs, but I loved how 
evocative of childhood it 
was. It captured something 
deeply emotional, even 


spiritual, whereas The 
Artist simply entertained 
the eye. The Descendants, 
for me, was a so-so movie 
with nice performances. 
Perhaps if Clooney had 
been working opposite a di¬ 
nosaur I might have en¬ 
joyed it more. 

MB: Yeah, I know, Tree of 
Life certainly has its fans. 
The divisive film I loved 
was Extremely Loud and In¬ 
credibly Close. I guess the 
childhood depicted in that 
picture — melancholic, 
guilt-ridden, borderline As- 
pergers — was evocative of 
my own. But it doesn’t 
stand a chance to win the 
Oscar, and I’ve made my in¬ 
ner peace with that.

When Justin “Bon Iver” 
Vernon began writing his 
second album, he didn’t 
set out to win a Grammy. 
Out there in Wisconsin, 
he simply wanted to docu¬ 
ment the feelings in his 
heart. Maybe a few people 
would be interested 
enough to buy his music 
and then come out to a gig 
or two. 

Imagine, then, what 
must have been going 
through his mind last Sun¬ 
day night. Vernon is about 
as indie as they come in 
sound, style, aesthetic, at¬ 
titude, history and image. 
His two wins at the Gram- 
mys demonstrate how, af¬ 


ter years of being on the 
outside, indie music is 
now receiving main¬ 
stream attention. 

And let’s not forget that 
Adele is an indie artist. 
Yes, 21 is distributed by 
Columbia Records, a divi¬ 
sion of Sony, but she’s 
signed to XL Recordings, 


which is a department of 
Beggars Banquet, a British 
indie label with roots that 
go back to 1973. 

For those who thought 
last year’s Grammys was a 
fluke — wins by Arcade 
Fire and the ascent of 
Mumford & Sons to plat¬ 
inum-selling status — are 


either really pleased or 
really scared by these de¬ 
velopments. Pleased be¬ 
cause these great artists 
are having a chance to be 
heard by more people. 
Scared because main¬ 
stream attention threat¬ 
ens to have the clubby 
indie scene invaded by

We root for 
them to become big — but 
not too big because that 
would somehow sour our 
relationship with them. 
We’d prefer if they’d just 
stay our little secret. 

If, heaven forbid, they 
became commercial stars 
and relegated to premiere 


league status, wouldn’t 
that make them no better 
than the dreclcish Justin 
Bieber and Lady Gaga? 
No, the band hasn’t 
changed; it just that, well, 
circumstances are differ¬ 
ent. Share? Us? No! 

It’s silly, of course, but 
that’s often the prevailing 
attitude. 

One of the best lyric 
fragments comes from the 
Sloan song Coax Me. It 
goes “It’s not the band I 
hate/it’s their fans.” So far, 
artists like Arcade Fire and 
Bon Iver have managed to 
retain their indie cred de¬ 
spite being commercially 
successful. Will their old 
fans stick with them? Or 
will they bail in favour of 
something newer, cooler 
and less popular? We’ll 
see.

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Seattle 
arena a bid 
to land 
NHL, NBA 

Christopher Hansen is 
making a $290-million US 
proposal that could be the 
impetus for a new sports 
arena that could bring the 
NBA and NHL to Seattle. 

All he needs is city and 
county approval equaling 
$200 million and two fran¬ 
chises to make it a reality. 

Hansen, a hedge-fund 
manager based in San Fran¬ 
cisco and a Seattle native, 
submitted a proposal to 
the city on Thursday that 
calls for $290 million in 
private investment toward 
the construction of a new 
arena that would cost 
between $450 and $500 
million. Hansen and his in¬ 
vestment group would be 
responsible for the 
purchase of an NBA 
franchise and finding a 
partner to bring an NHL 
franchise to Seattle as well. 

The proposal is the first 
significant step toward 
solving the arena problem 
that was at the root of the 
SuperSonics’ move from 
Seattle to Oklahoma City 
in 2008. 

The proposal will now 
go before a review board 
with King County 
executive Dow Constantine 
hoping it can be completed 
within a month. 

According to a letter 
submitted by Hansen, 
remaining construction 
and development costs 
would be financed by the 
city and King County using 
taxes and revenues gener¬ 
ated by the new facility 
and rent charged to teams 
playing in the arena.
